‘IMBALANCE’ IN IRIAN JAYA-PAPUA NEW GUINEAN RELATIONS

[Article: "Minister of Foreign Affairs on ‘Imbalance’ Between Irian Jaya and Papua 
New Guinea: PNG Should Not Use It for Unfriendly Actions"] 


Excerpts] Jakarta, 24 November--Indonesian Minister of Foreign Affairs Dr Mochtar 
Kusumaatmadja stated that Indonesia hopes that Papua New Guinea (PNG), as a friendly 
country, would not uee the imbalance between Irian Jaya and PNG for unfriendly 


: 
actions. 


The minister made this statement to SINAR HARAPAN on Monday [23 November] at the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs on Jalan Pejambon. The comment was made in answer to 

a question by SINAR HARAPAN about remarks attributed to a leader of the neighboring 
country, Deputy Prime Minister Okuk. Not ong ago Okuk, leader of the National Party 
in the coalition government of Prime Minister Julius Chan, made remarks which were 
lacking in consideration for Jakarta. 


As he was quoted by the mass media in Australia, Deputy Prime Minister Okuk said 
chat Australian support for PNG might be subject to serious challenge in view of 

the growing sympathy in PNG for what is called "the freedom movement" in Irian Jaya. 
Okuk is quoted as stating that 99 percent of the educated people in PNG support the 
freedom movement in Irian Jaya. 


Aithough he did not consider it necessary to comment on the statement made by Okuk, 
the Indonesian minister of foreign affairs said that for some time it has been known 
that there are people who cross into PNG from Indonesian territory because conditions 
ver there are better. However, this difference is a consequence of the policies 
previously followed by Australia as administrating authority in PNG as distinguished 
from policies followed by the Dutch in Irian Jaya. Indonesia is trying to overcome 
the backwardness resulting from previous neglect. However, the minister of foreign 
fairs said, it is clear that it will not be possible to catch up in the near future. 


isked about what is stated to be public supportin PNG for the "freedom 
Irian Jaya, the minister of foreign affairs did not seem much concerned 
iid: "Il don't know. That is what they say" (He meant that this was what 
eant--Editor). "However, as PNG is a friendly country, we hope that it will 
t] situation for unfriendly actions.” 








Minister of Foreign Affairs Mochiar said that, as is generally known, relations between 
the two countries are very good. Therefore, it is very much regretted that he (Okuk) 
made such statements which are very much contrary to those made both by Prime Minister 
Julius Chan and Minister of Foreign Affairs Levi. 


The minister went on to provide evidence that relations between the two countries 
have been very good since the time of the government of Prime Minister Somare. They 
had provided full help in taking care of conditions on the border. All border ques- 
tions were resolved with PNG. Indeed, the new secretary general of the Ministry 

of Foreign Affairs, Sudarmono, just last Monday [16 November], returned from PNG 
after discussing with the government there the implementation of the border agree- 
ment. “And the discussions were very successful," the minister of foreign affairs 
added. 


The minister of foreign affairs admitted that he had not yet seen the text of the 
"White Paper" issued by the PNG government and presented to Parliament by Minister 

of Foreign Affairs Levi on 9 November. He said he was s*ill waiting for a report 
from the Indonesian Embassy in Port Moresby. The "White Paper" on PNG foreign policy, 
which has been under preparation for the past 2 years, also contains references to 
relations with Indonesia. The "White Paper" emphasizes the continued maintenance 

of good relations with the four closest neighboring countries--Australia, New Zealand, 
Indonesia (ASEAN), and Vanuatu [former New Hebrides]. In a press statement Minister 
of Foreign Affairs Noel] Levi declared that the government of Prime Minister Chan 

now proposes to change the direction of the former foreign policy under the government 
of Prime Minister Somare."" He said PNG would be: “Friends with everyone, enemies 

of no one." Now the direction of PNG foreign policy as begun by the government of 
Prime Minister Somare was a policy involving selective relationships and contacts. 


The White Paper has not escaped from some criticism on the relations between the 

two countries, on the basis that it has failed to distinguish between "ethnic senti- 
ment and national interests." The criticism has only been on an individual basis, 
especially regarding developments and conditions in Irian Jaya, a “question which 

is an Indonesian domestic affair." 


Regarding border crossings, it has also been noted that the PNG government has stated 
that it will not take part in joint patrols in the border area or allow pursuit into 
PNG territory of persons crossing the border. The PNG government will continue to 
exercise its right not to return bona fide refugees to Indonesia. However, the White 
Paper makes it clear that the PNG government will not regard all border crossers 

as bona fide refugees. Those who are given the status of refugees will not be per- 
mitted to disturb relations between the two countries.

GOVERNMENT URGES REDUCTION OF LABOR STRIKES

Excerpts] Jakarta, HARIAN UMUM AB--The government and the leaders of trade unions 

agree that strikes are too much of a luxury in a developing country like Indonesia. 

This was stated by the chief of the Regional Office of Housing and Construction 
BINALINDUNG] of the Department of Manpower and Transmigration of the city of Jakarta, 

J M Situmorang, when he opend the Regional Conference of Printing and Publishing 

Trade Unions of the FBSI [All-Indonesian Federation of Labor] in Jakarta on Satur- 

day [5 December]. 


"According to our experience, strikes really don't have to take place if there is 
patience and if the workers can hold on or a little while,” Situmorang siad. '‘''We 
also regret the short-sighted attitude of managers who are too insensitive and have 
their minds closed to genuine labor demands," he added. 


According to Situmorang, in general strikes take place over salary disputes and basic 
torms of economic structure. He said that businessmen for various reasons or excuses 
basically dislike or are not ready to consider the structure of their business firms. 
In this connection he drew the attention of those attending the conference to the 

fact that basically the right to organize is a right of the workers which is guaran- 
teed by law. However, in accordance with the policy of the government the forma- 

tion of a basic understanding is achieved by meeting with and discussions with manage-

with the business firm. He considers that through the mechanism of discussions this 
is the best way to resolve labor disputes regarding increases in salary.

In this connection he asked those attending the conference, in addition to considering 
questiong of organization, to consider also the establishment of better relations 
between labor and management, so that the workers will be able to work in a peaceful 
atmosphere and, on the other hand, so that management will also have an opportunity 

to carry on its functions. 


Meanwhile, the deputy secretary general of the Executive Council of the FBSI, Abdy 

S Kusumanegara, on this occasion urged all trade union leaders to get involved in 

this field. He urged all trade union leaders to get involved indefending trade unions 
officials who are dismissed because they carry on organizational functions. 


In this connection he called on the leadership of the Ministry of Manpower and Trans- 
migration to issue government regulations which prohibit businessmen from dismissing 
FBSI officials who perform organizational functions, unless those involved have engaged 
in criminal action. 


The regional conference, which lasted only 1 day, was attended by about 75 partici- 
pants.

TESTING HEAVY EQUIPMENT MADE IN YUGOSLAVIA

(Text ] Jakarta, HARLAN UMUM AB--The Research and Development Center of the Ministry 

»f Defense and Security on Saturday [5 December] tested a number of items of heavy 
uipment, including road scrapers and earth movers. The heavy equipment, which 

is manufactured bythe "Radoje Dakic™ factory in Titogra, Yugoslavia, will later be 

assembled in Indonesia and subsequently will be manufactured by a factory in this 

country. 


Both the deputy chief of the Research and Development Center of the Ministry of 
Defense and Security, Brigadier General] Sumitro, as well as Major General Harsoyo 
(Ret), director of the Wahana Bhakti Company, sole agent for the heavy equipment, 
-onsider that this kind of cooperation is attractive, for later on the Yugoslav side 
will transfer its technology to Indonesia. 


The Wahana Bhakti Company, in the beginning phase, will assemble the heavy equipment 
in Indonesia. A number of Indonesian technicians will be sent to study in Yugoslavia, 
ind in connection with the assembling process technicians from Yugoslavia will still 
provide guidance for the work done in this country. 


hnical director of the Wahana Bhakti Company, Dr Wuryanto, added that after 
6 years ot assembling of the heavy equipment in Indonesia we will be able to make 
savy equipment for development ouJselves. Indeed, it is planned that we will be 
ible to manufacture armored vehicles, both armored cars and tanks.

RUBBER GROWERS CANNOT AFFORD RICE

[Article: "Deputy Minister for Cooperative Affairs Bustanil Arifin: We Don't Agree 
with Cutting Down Rubber Trees and Substituting Food Crops for Them") 


[Excerpts] Palembang, 25 November--Deputy Minister for Cooperative Affairs Dr Bustanil 
Arifin stated that he does not agree with the policy of the governor of Jambi province, 
who has given orders for the cutting down of rubber trees and their replacement with 
the planting of food crops in an effort to deal with the present decline in rubber 
prices. 


Bustanil Arifin made this statement at an informal meeting which specifically discussed 
the question of the decline in the price of rubber, held at the office of the governor 
of South Sumatra in Palembang on Wednesday [25 November]. Among those attending 

the meeting was the governor of South Sumatra, Sainan Sagiman, the director of the 
Rubber Affairs Office [PUSKUD] for Palembang and Jambi, a number of directors of 

local Rubber Affairs Offices in South Sumatra, a number of regents in South Sumatra, 
and a respresentative of the Jambi provincial government. 


At the meeting the representative of the Jambi provincial government reported that 
a number of regencies in his province were affected by a crisis of foodstuffs as 

a result of the decline in rubber prices. In those regencies a large proportion 

of the people were farmers for whom rubber was their only crop, and they made their 
living exclusively from rubber. 


The price of rubber in the village areas of Jambi now varies between Rp 60 and Rp 

80 per kilogram, while the price of rice is from Rp 300 to Rp 325 per kilogram. "In 
fact, Mr Minister, there is enough rice. What is not sufficient is the declining 
purchasing power of the people,” said the official of the Jambi provincial govern- 
ment. 


He reported that with the decline in the rubber price many rubber growers have changed 
their occupations to other fields. Those still active in the rubber industry are 
only about half of those formerly engaged in it. 


Action which has been taken by the provincial government has been to carry out dis- 
tribution of rice. Meanwhile, for the longer term, according to the Jambi provin- 
cial government official, "the governor has instructed the regents to urge the rubber 
growers who have rubber plantations to cut down some of their rubber trees and plant 
food crops in their place, like corn, dry field rice, and other foods.”

She was born on 24 June 1928. She is a blue-blooded career woman, having obtained 
her doctorate from Gemeentelijke Universiteit Amsterdam (in the Netherlands) in 
1971. Later, she taught in the Faculty of Literature of the University of Indo- 
nesia, lecturing on Sanscrit language and literature, ancient Indian cultural his- 
tory, and Hindu philosophy (1975-1978). Then she became a professor of Sanscrit 
literature and ancient Javanese (beginning in 1975) and was subsequently entrusted 
with the position of dean of the faculty (1975-1978). 


As a woman she has paid great attention to the status and role of Indonesian women. 
She does not fully agree that Indonesian women who have completed higher education 
should abandon academic pursuits after marrying and be satisfied to be "house- 
wives." She thinks that their motivation to study in the first place was not too 
Strong. If they had had strong motivation, they certainly would not have dropped 
out just to become "housewives." 


Regarding a gap between older historians and younger ones, particularly seen from 
the results of their scholarly work, according to Prof Haryati this is because 
young people now are lacking in perseverance and do not like things which are 
"hard." In fact for scholarly research attitudes of perseverance and a liking for 
difficult things are very much needed. "They lack patience. They want to see the 
results immediately after they are finished," she adds. 


As director general of Cultural Affairs, whenever she has the opportunity she al- 
ways emphasizes that national culture should properly be the center of attention 
of us all. Although this is so, we should note that in the 36 years of our inde- 
pendence what we have really achieved as an element of our national culture is 
only the national language, or Indonesian, and our national history. "For the 
rest of our national culture, in fact we still need to struggle or, at least, we 
need to rearrange it."

During the 3 years he spent as assistant for logistics in the Ministry of Defense 
and Security Kasenda always joined the minister of defense and security and com- 
mander of the Armed Forces, General M. Jusuf, in his visits to areas throughout 
Indonesia. Kasenda was always criticized by General Jusuf when the minister found 
living quarters in poor condition, and he had to arrange for their improvement 
immediately. Regarding the matter of repair, it appears that General Jusuf did 
not care where the budgetary funds came from, but he would directly order Kasenda 
to improve the soldiers' barracks, the soldiers’ housing, and even the offices in 
which the soldiers worked, throughout Indonesia. 


This was also the case regarding individual and unit equipment. Most often it was 
Kasenda who had a share in carrying out the orders of the minister of defense and 
security. 


It might be concluded that during the time he was assistant for logistics in the 
Ministry of Defense and Security he learned the essence of the leadership display- 
ed by General Jusuf. And this was a kind of capital for him to use later in the 
Indonesian Fleet. 


Kasenda says that his goals as commander of the Fleet are the same as those of 
previous Fleet commanders. Every Fleet commander, Kasenda says, tries to improve 
the power of the Indonesian Fleet so that it can truly perform its role as an ele- 
ment of the Armed Forces capable of defending the country, particularly in our 
territorial waters. 


The principal tasks of the Fleet are to develop our power on the surface of the 
sea, our power under the sea, our amphibious power, and our naval aviation power, 
plus building up the organic support infrastructure. To prepare its optimum 
operational readiness for tasks as needed and determined by the minister of de- 
fense and security. 


In this way the Fleet, as the backbone of the Navy, must be able to operate its 
ships in carrying out its duties, particularly in coastal areas, on important 
maritime routes, including in the important harbors. Displaying the power of the 
Fleet can be accomplished by showing the flag, that is, by making ship visits 

to other countries and especially to neighboring countries. This shows that the 
Fleet has important power in defending our territorial integrity.

In discussing this interesting subject, Kasenda tried to present a picture of the 
policies of Minister of lefense and Security General M. Jusuf. According to hin, 
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General Jusuf succeeded in uniting the Indonesian Armed Forces with the people. 

in addition he was also successful in establishing firm foundations for the Armed 
Forces. He said that the aspect of General Jusuf's leadership which made the 
deepest impression on him was that he did not neglect even the smallest things. 

In a unit--let us say a battalion--this battalion consists of companies, platoons, 
and fire teams [squads]. How can this battalion function and move quickly if the 
fire teams which compose it do not receive enough attention? Such matters are 
often forgotten. Regarding the fire team, this is the nucleus, which is very im 
portant and basic. Without attention to the fire team, the battalion will not 
succeed in functioning properly. 


When SINAR HARAPAN MINGGU tried to turn the discussion toward the younger genera- 
tion in the Indonesian Fleet, Rear Admiral R. Kasenda adroitly avoided the ques- 
tion by saying that what was most important for him was how they would operate the 
Fleet and show that the Fleet was in strategic position. 


The ships which are now on hand in the Indonesian Fleet still need to be increased 
in number. However, what we already have at present is enough. That was how the 
conversation went with the commander of the Indonesian Fleet during a very short 
period of time between meetings preliminary to the holding of the Indonesian Armed 
Forces exercises, in the valley below Tangkuban Perahu near Bandung.

PROVINCIAL COUNCILS MAY HAVE SAME POWERS AS FEDERAL COUNCIL

[Text] Lahore, Jan 3--All provincial councils may soon have the same powers, and 
their members the same prerogatives and facilities as accorded already to the 
Federal Advisory Council, it is learnt. 


A knowledgeable source disclosed here today that arrangements were being made to 
create uniformity between the Federal Advisory Council and the provincial coun- 
cils. The government, he added, had decided to run these councils effectively 
and successfully to ensure people's participation in government affairs at both 


provincial and Federal-level. 


President General Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq, while announcing the formation of Federal 
Advisory Council on December 24th, 1981, had indicated that the powers of all 


provincial councils would also be enhanced, the source noted. 


It was learnt that increase in number of members of all provincial councils would 
be made in accordance with the total number of members in the defunct provincial 
assemblies. 


It was proposed that new members, for all provincial councils, would be nominated 
in consultation with the provincial ministers and members of the Federal Council 
belonging to the respective provinces. 


Provincial governments were also considering to nominate Speaker and Deputy 
Chairman for each Provincial Council. 


The Punjab government has worked out certain measures in this regard which would 
be made public after some time when the other provinces would also follow the 
Same practice. 


All provinces would present their proposed measures to the Federal Government and 
after its approval new arrangements would be implemented. 


Meanwhile, the Secretariat of the defunct Punjab Assembly has been converted into 
the Secretariate of the Punjab Council and powers have been transferred from the 
Local Bodies Department to the Secretariate of Punjab Council.--PPI

nly the day before in. 
tnese very columns we 
Lave enumerated some of 
the reasons which are pre- 
venting the entrepreneurs 
from accelerating their ac- 
tivities. We have also made 
vertain suggestions in this 
regard. In yesterday's 
editorial made a passing re- 
ference to the policy state- 
ments made by the Minis- 
ters and bureaucrats about 
denationalisation of parti- 
cular units. This issue needs 
further discussion. In 1977 
when the Government 
handed over a number of 
taken-over units to their 
original owners, it was ex- 
pected that the policy 
would be taken to its logi- 
ca] end. These expectations 
were strengthened when an 
ordinance was issued enabi- 
ing the Government to con- 
tinue the process of dena- 
tionalisation. But imme- 
diately it was made clear 
that the ordinance did not 
mean wholesale denationa- 
lisation of the industrial 
units taken-over during the 
five-year misrule of the 


previous regime. The state- 
ment came as a rude shock 
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tionalised. The private sec- 
tor was naturally jubiliant 











over the announcement. 
Then, once again as in the 
past, the news was contra- 
dicted officially and it was 

said that only the losing 
ghee units would be hand- 
ed over to the private sec- 
tor. Ghee units which were 
making profits and were 
running efficiently, would 
remain in the public sector. 
All hopes were shattered. 
The private sector was per- 
plexed as well as disap- 
pointed. Why losing units 
only? Were all the units 
when taken-over by the 


Government losing units? 
Most of the ghee mills at 
the time of their nationali- 
sation were running very 
efficiently and besides 
meeting the growing do- 
mestic demand for their 
product, were giving divi- 
dends to their shareholders 
as well. 

It is really unjust and 
uncalled for that only such 
ghee units should be hand- 
ed over to the private sector 
which the public sector 
cannot run properly. If 
these units were in the red 
even when they were 
taken over, then it could be 
all right to return them in 
that very condition to their 
original owners. Even then 
in the larger national in- 
terest, the policy should 
not remain confined to los- 
ing units and must be ex- 
tended to all other unita. 
The entire ghee industry 
should be denationalised. 
This pick and choove policy 
would take us nowhere. We

are giad that the Govern- 
ment has opened up the 
field of ghee industry to 
the private sector as well. 
A number of parties have 
already applied for sanc- 
tions and some of them 
have already been permit- 
ted to set up ghee milis in 
different parts of the coun- 
try. The establishment of 
new units in the private 
Bector almost demolishes 
the case for keeping any of 
them in the public sector. 

We would like to urge 
the authorities that a defi- 
nite and unambiguous po- 
licy regarding denational- 
isation of the taken-over 
industrial units should be 
adopted. Piecemeal and 
half-hearted moves in this 
direction are, as a matter 
of fact, counterproductive. 
They neither help, the pri- 
vate sector nor the Govern- 
ment to accelerate the pace 
of economic recovery which 
is the prime need of the 
hour. In case the Govern- 
ment decides ‘that there 
should be no more dena- 
tionalisation, it should ar- 
range for prompt and just 
payment of compensation 
for the units nationalised in 
the early seventies. If it 
sincerely wants to rectify 
the situation, it should 
come out with a definite, 
logical policy for denation- 
alisation with clear terms 
and conditions. Those who 
fulfil these conditions 
should get their unite back.

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EDITORTAL ARGUES FOR AN ISLAMIC FOREIGN POLICY

iText] President of Pakistan, General Zia-ul-Haq, in his address to the opening 
session of the ambassadors’ conference, said that Pakistan's foreign policy reflects 
trends sanctioned by Islam. He was referring to an encouraging aspect of the country's 
foreign policy; but the efiectiveness of this policy depends on the efficiency of 
Pakistan's embassy officials. As we have said in our past columns, the personalities 
and the actions of Pakistan's ambassadors should also incorporate Islamic aspects, 

so that the world would sec how Pakistan is re-shaping not only its foreign policy, 

but also other aspects of national life in accordance with the precepts of Islam. 


lt is a fundamental princi;le of Islam to oppose tyrants and tyranny, to uphold 
justice and righteousness, and to support the oppressed without regard to their 
religion, race and nationality. The second principle Islam has taught us is that of 
freedom. Under this principle, no individual or nation can be enslaved, and no 
[Islamic nation can remain as the slave or servant of another power. Islam has 
enjoined that all humans should be treated fairly, and that all Muslims should establish 
strong bonds of friendship and brotherhood among themselves. Islam has promulgated 
another principle, and that is to help all good and humanitarian endeavours, and 

to withhold cooperation in all affairs that involve sin and rebellion against God. 
Islam has made all Muslims into an international body whose work is to rid the world 
of evil, and to promote good. The Koran tells us that God sent us his prophets to 
ensure that the way of life sanctioned by God would supercede all others. 


These are the main principles on which our foreign policy should be built, and these 
ire the standards by which we should judge our actions in foreign affairs and 

decide how far we have conformed to Islamic precepts, and how far we have left 
leficiences which should be corrected. In foreign affairs, many decisions are made 
in accordance with the dictates of domestic and world conditions, and the political, 
economic and defense needs of the country. <An Islamic government's wisdom consists 
in choosing a policy that does not contradict Islam's fundamental principles. One 
notes with satisfaction that the present government has shown such wisdom. The most 
critical test of the government's acumen was in regard to Afghanistan, and up to now 
the government has been very successful. Pakistan left no stone unturned in opposing 
the tyrant and his tyranny, and has tried hard to align itself with the Islamic world, 
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Ml neutral countrics and the whole brotherhood of nations in opposition to the 
ppression in Afghani in. Pakistan has not been deterred by the fact that its 
actions offended a superpower neighbor. Pakistan's actions were in complete accord 
with the Islamic principle that the oppressed should be supported and the oppressor 
opposed with the utmost courage. Pakisfan has followed the same course in regard 
to the Palestinians and other downtrodden peoples of the world, and has not paid heed 
to the fact that Israel's patron power, the United States, and other countries have 
been offended. Pakistan is non-aligned in this sense of the word that it will not 
be connected with any great power. But an Islamic country cannot stay neutral, 
because it will always distinguish between the oppressor and the oppressed, and wili 
always oppose the tyrant no matter who he is, and will support the oppressed, whether 
it be a small country or large. Pakistan's foreign policy should never deviate from 
this principle. 


Pakistan has shown strict adherence to its principles even when seeking the help of 
the United States for purposes of defense, and this steadfastness has helped Pakistan's 
foreign policy greatly. Pakistan obtained American weapons while at the same time it 
preserved its free, Islamic and non-aligned status, and did not allow itself to be 
dominated in exchange for weapons. Thus Pakistan did not allow American aid to 
influence its stand on principle on an international level. In the various world 
problems before the United Nations, Pakistan adopted a course based on helping the 
oppressed and supporting justice and truth. Pakistan's actions, which have been 
based upon the principles of Islam, have gained it respect not only in Islamic 
countries, but in all nations of the world. Today Pakistan has emerged as a strong 
spokesman for all those oppressed people of the world who are struggling for freedom 
and self-determination. 


In its relations with its neighbors also, Pakistan has adopted an exemplary course 

of following the Islamic principle of being a good neighbor and helping in good 
works. This is illustrated in Pakistan's relations with India. India has repeatedly 
attacked Pakistan, and Pakistan has courageously defended its freedom against these 
uzwressions, and has refused to accept India's forced occupation of Kashmir. Even 
though India is a major power, Pakistan was not intimidated. The honoring of treaties 
is a cardinal principle otf (slam, and an Islamic country keeps its agreements. 

But when another country is the first to break a treaty, then it relinquishes that 
agreemer.t. Pakistan's adherence to the terms of the Simla pact is a good example. 
Pakistan is trying once again to bring India to the negotiating table in accordance 
with the words and spirit of thi: pact, and is endeavouring to persuade India to 

seek a solution to all problems, including the Kashmir issue. Pakistan has proposea 
a non-aggression treaty in order to create a harmonious atmosphere for the solution 
of problems by negotiation in accordance with the Simla pact. 


These yood traits of Pakistan's foreign policy are the result of its efforts to 
practice the principles of Islam. As an Islamic country, Pakistan has the 
responsibility of removing the existing weaknesses in international affairs, of 
promoting good, and of invitins, the nations of the world to follow the Islamic way 

ol life. jut Pakistan cannot fully carry out these responsibilities because it has 

not as yet succeeded in establishing a totally Islamic system and creating an exemplary 
Islamic socict in Pakistan. fhe rulers, religious and secular leaders, and the 

people of Pakistan all bear a heavy responsibility in this respect. Our foreign 
policy, bearing the imprint of Islam, will have a deep influence on the international 
level only when we succeed in establishing an exemplary Islamic system and society. 

Our ambassadors all over the world, by practicing the principles of Islam in foreign 
affairs, should try their best to spread the message of Islam. They should seek 
inspiration and guidance from the messages that the Prophet sent to the great powers 

of his time.

[Text] More than one-third of the nominees to the Council belong to the former 
ruling party [PPP], and they have espoused a particular view in regard to the 
general wish for the restoration of democracy. Although a majority of the nominees 
from this Party belong to the class which has always desired close ties to the 
rulers of the time, and may not hold particularly extreme views, they bear a greater 
responsibility for creating a climate of understanding in the country because they 
belong to the former ruling party. Acting according to their traditions, temperament 
and old habits, these persons will no doubt try to strengthen ties with the leaders 
of the government, but if they wish, they can also lessen political tension in the 
country and take part in creatin;, an atmosphere of good will. They, as well as the 
other political leaders, are after all, citizens of this country, and their future 
and the future of their children depends upon the fate of the country and the nation.

through in cautious, inhiubit- 
ed steps. Without idealising 
the role of the Press. there 
are certain basic minimum 
of conditions and privilewes 
newspapers even im the 
imperfect context of Vhird 
World countries — need to 
discharge their responsibili- 
ties. One such basic condi- 
tion is a relationship of

security of Pakistan There 
is also ui consensus of 
opmmon on the need for 


maimntaming and promoting 
national unity and = inter- 
communal harmony. It 1s 
not a question of whether 





these Cuuses are worthy of 
concern and protection. For, 
there IS no disagreement 
here. The question ts one of 
interpretation, of defining 
the permissible limit within 
which these matters can he 
dealt with. Then there ts 
the question of how alleged 
transgressions are to be 
dealt with and by whom. 
On these matters MLR 49 
is Quite clear. 

It is generally recognised 
that censorship or self- 
censorship under MLR 49, 
like Martial Law itself, is an 
extraordinary measure, 
intended for an interim 
period. The question is how 
long this period ts going to 
last. Also gemnane 1s the 
question of how self{censar 
ship’ is going to’ affect the 
Fourth Estate as a national 
institution now and in the 
long run, its ability to 
discharge its responsibilities 
towards society and the 
quality of its performance. 
Unfortunately, Governments 
in the past have rarely 
bothered to think of letting 
this vital national institu- 
tion develop to its full 
potentiality. As a result, the 
growth of the national Press 
hus been stunted, and the 
country has suffered.

tutions which were capable 
of bringing the realities of 
lite to the notice of the 
rulers and the people and 
warning them of the dangers 
ahead had been nearly 
silenced, the other options 
open could never be serious- 
ly presented much less 


considered. Certain limita- 
tions have to be put up with 
under Martial Law, but the 


larger interests of the 
country demand that the 
Press be given ample oppor- 
tunity to perform its func- 
tions and to continue to 
grow as a national institu- 
tion which will outlive 
Martial Law. The Press is in 
the first instance an agency 
of public information. In 
every civilised society the 
people have a right to know. 
This mght can be limited 
iO some extent in an 
emergency, but it cannot be 
suspended for long or taken 
uway without grave conse- 
quences to all. The Press 
serves as an agency for the 
realsauon of this right. 
Also. though it is often 
given no credit for it, the 
Press helps fill the informa- 
tion gup governments often

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EDITORIAL URGES DISCRETION IN PUBLISHING WALI KHAN'S STATEMENTS

[Editorial: Wali Khan's Statements] 


[Text] Newspapers and journals in the country have recently been publishing 
Statements and interviews of Abdul Wali Khan, f-rmer head of the defunct NAP--National 
Awami Party. These statements and interviews hive been published in full detail 
inspite of censor restrictions. In these statements Wali Khan, while talking about 
the formula relating to the division of India and using sources from the India Office 
Library in London, has said some things which make established facts about the 
struggle for the establishment of Pakistan and high ranking leaders of the Pakistan 
movement appear ambiguous and make the unprecedented struggle and sacrifices of the 
Muslims of the sub-continent under the dynamic leadership of Quaid-e-Azam, the father 
of the nation, look dubious. There was no conceivable reason for Wali Khan to make 
these statements. Nothing can be said about the truth of these statements unless 
records about the context used by Wali Khan in his quotations have been thoroughly 
investigated. The question at the moment is why such a controversial issue was 
raised at this time. In view of the internal and external circumstances the country 
is facing, we have no hesitation in concluding that through Wali Khan's statements, 
an attempt has been made to create disturbance in the peaceful atmosphere.

This meant that he arranged the transfer of Air Chief Marshal Phaniang Kantarat, 
the RTAF Commander-in-Chief. It was generally expected that Air Chief Marshal 
Damron Linasiri would replace him. Only 2 days before the announcement of the 
transfer Air Chief Marshal Damron Linasiri died suddenly. The condition of the 
body showed suspicious traces as if he had been killed by a strong drug, accord- 
ing to information supplied by his wife in an interview. 


When the order for the transfers was announced, it reversed the expectations, as 
if lightning had struck Don Muang.

There are two kinds of tactical fighter planes according to air combat principles. 
The interceptor pursuit aircraft has the basic function of destroying enemy planes. 
It engages in battle with enemy aircraft. For the most part these planes require 
very high speed and mobility in maneuver and evasion. They are light weight and 
carry aerial machine guns and air to air missiles as weapons. They have jet en- 
gines. 


The other type of fighter is called the close ground support aircraft. It has a 
medium speed and can remain over a target for a long time. Its weapons can destroy 
the ground target. It is rather heavy and carries aerial machine guns and air to 
ground missiles. 


At present there are attempts to modify the interceptor pursuit plane so it can be 
used in close ground support also, by the installation of additional bomb racks. 
But there is the problem of accuracy since it has to fly at a higher than noraal 
distance and cannot hover over the target. The attack on a ground target necessi- 
tates the assistance of spotter aircraft to find the target, drop smoke bombs to 
mark it, and calculate the actual distance. This aircraft is the F-5 of various 
kinds, the F-5 A, B, E, and F, and the latest model under construction is the 

F-5 G, 


Thailand has received support for its air forces since the beginning of the Indo- 
chinese war. America sent flight instructors and aircraft to aid the Thai air 
force, with the strategic purpose of using the air force to halt the expansion 

of the North Vietnamese communists. Pilot training and additions to military 
bases took place at eight locations in Thailand. 


At first America gave F-84 and 86 jet engine a.rcraft to the air force. For 


pilot training the T-6 Bearcat was used. Thai airmen were brought by groups from 
South Vietnam to Don Muang for pilot training.

6. Flight engineers should study in detail the equipment inside the plane and the 
locations of each part, appropriate to che size and skill of the pilot, the high- 
est and lowest range of each piece of equipment. 


In toreign countries there are national aeronautical commissions which have spe- 
cial supervision in these matters, which are delegated to departments and divisions 
concerned with the private sector, civil aviation, military aviation, and police. 
Each committee is subordinate to the national aeronautical commission. It pub- 
lishes a journal. There are conferences at the national and international levels 
to exchange mutual concerns annually. The commission must take up these problems 
in detail.

._Text] [Question] What was the objective of the joint Napha Phithak training 
exercise program and how successful was it? 


[Answer In fact, I was not involved in any way, because it was the training of 
the Supreme Command Headquarters, which the Supreme Commander set up as a policy 
for regular training, an annual training exercise. It was a joint exercise of the 
three armed forces. As I heard from other officers, it was proper and more ad- 
vanced than last year, something that we ought to do. Because they used such a 
large budget, the directing officials made plans for coordination among the armed 
forces. The operational officers knew what forces to use in operations. The 
civilian officials knew the methods to protect against accidents that might occur. 
[Question] In preventing an air disaster, as far as you can estimate it, what is 


the efficiency of the enemy's aircraft? 


‘Answer|] We had the advantage. Ours had high competency. But we could not pro- 
vide 100 percent defense. By combat principles we will not defend by passive 
methods, but we must attack first, that is, whoever knows first wins. We train

[Question] Did the training accident reflect on the efficiency of the armed 
forces? How? 


[Answer] This air accident was a technical failure. We must wait to see the 
judgment of the officials. Nevertheless, we praise che heroism of the sacrifice, 
that he did not parachute but tried to land the plane. It did not matter that 
he landed in the water. Ai least, he made the right decision. 


[Question] Some people wonder why in the present situation of nonwar conditions 
a Supreme Command Headquarters is established. They say it ought to be abolished. 
Are not three armed forces sufticient? 


[Answer] Its function is coordination among the armed forces. There must be a 
top figure for coordination, to which we give a different name from that of for- 
eign countries. They call the post army chief of staff. We name a commander of 
the army, navy, and air force, then have a staff to do the work. This is dif- 
ferent, because we have a Supreme Command Headquarters responsible for the devel- 
opment of intelligence. The results do not differ nor do the salaries. Do not 
forget that foreign countries have a chairman of the joint chiefs of staff and 
the president is the commander in chief. But in our country the prime minister 
is not like that. 


[Question] But the real reason we have a Supreme Command Headquarters is polit- 
ical, isn't it? 


[Answer] No. I have heard this since I was a cadet. It was war time. Field 
Marshal P. [P. Phibun Songkhram] then was supreme commander. Sometimes he was 
army commander; sometimes there was no supreme commander. But Field Marshal P. 
was the one who appointed him. There was no change. But the deputy supreme com- 
mander changed. We had a commander, a deputy, an assistant, chiefs of staff be- 
cause there were seven field marshals. There were three deputies, one for each 
service. 


[Question] What do you think are problems that the government must solve urgent- 
ly? 


[Answer] They are the problems of the economy and crime. People are suffering. 
After the devaluation of the baht merchants bore the brunt (shake of the head). 
The commercial banks were not in a bad way because they took it in, everything. 
But the people who imported goods, we suffered at every level. But they could not 
say how much they lost, because if they told that, they would lose credit. But 
people knew as the press reported that this company or that company was losing 
money. It was hard on the merchants but good for the government because people 
were afraid to exchange dollars. Dollars are reserve funds, but formerly people 
exchanged dollars, then fell into the abyss. Nukun Prachuapmo stated that the 
devaluation of the baht was good for the Finance Ministry but the importers had 
to pay a great deal of money. Agricultural products that were exported were 
cheap, but the European Community bargained for a reduction. This was a hardship. 
Each of us spoke from his point of view. The national bank spoke of reserve 
dollars, but the merchants sufiered. 
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[Answer] By democratic methods, it is difficult to say. If I wrote to him, ("Let 
the kite go") I would be inviting him to resign. In a democratic way, he would 
know it and the people would know. 


iQuestion] Suppose Gen Prem resigned as prime minister, by what method should his 
Successor take office? 


[Answer] By vote in the national assembly. I think we must elect the Lest man, 
one whom the people trust in the highest degree. The prime minister is easily of- 
fended and irritable. He changes his mood readily. Observe his face. I do. 
People know. He is not a man of humorous vein, as we are. 


[Question] What do you mean? Are you saying that Gen Prem continually changes 
mood? 


[Answer] He is indifferent, but he gives the appearance of trying to smile. If 
anything displeases him, it shows on his face immediately. He cannot conceal his 
feelings. 


[Question] If this is his nature, should he be the leader of the nation? 


[Answer] But he is. (loud laughter) 


[Question] Let's go back to the question, if Prime Minister Prem resigns, who 
should succeed him and by what means? 


[Answer] Right now he has not resigned. (loud laughter). I say that in a demo- 
cratic method we must rely on the vote of the representatives, the vote of the 
public. Service to the nation must receive recognition from the national assembly. 
Whoever it is should be elected. I say they are all good, Achan Kukrit was good, 
Prime Minister Kriangsak was good, Khun Praman, all of them could do it. But un- 
til the election whoever it is is another matter. Now the prime minister has a 
vote of confidence. 


[Question] Do you mean that Gen Prem is popular, but the administration is not 
effective? 


[Answer] Not exactly. Popularity or looks is not the measure of administration. 
A man who governs well might look like the devil. 


[Question] How do you view Gen Kriangsak? 


[Answer] He is playing on the democratic stage. If it is a popular vote, he 
might be elected. But he dces not yet have a role; he has not shown any ability 
in his position as a representative of the people. He is happy, happier than l. 
His followers are few; his status is good. In fact, if he is not involved in 
politics, he is content. If I were he, I would not play politics at all. To 
spend money for that is crazy. To be indifferent is better. I understand that 
he is making a sacrifice. I think Prime Minister Prem will be there a long time. 
Many problems will be solved. The people are not breathing comfortably. I say 
that if it gets up to the nose, we should give the final sign, jump to live or 
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die. How could anything be worse than this? I ask that Thailand be governed by 
Thai, whoever it may be. 


{Question] Do you mean that even if the Communist Party took over you would ac- 
cept it? 


|Answer] We do not know who will govern, who has the power. They can come to 
rule the nation. Not accept, must accept? If they govern you, how can you not 
acknowledge them? You are still Thai, aren't you? I think some say they are com 
munists. What are communists? According to the students what people are leftist? 
[hey have a socialist policy. Socialism is gentle to the aged. If it is, then it 
is democratic. If this is a major characteristic, how would we use it? Socialism 
in communist countries still has preroyatives. One group of people still has spe- 
cial privileges, whether or not they are party. But do not let anyone have too 
much privilege here. It is despicable that one group alone should be wealthy or 
splendid while others are wretched. There are 46 million Thai. If there are 

1 million rich, I think this group should not continue, because we must share, 

the rich share with the poor by paying taxes and making some sacrifices. I would 
like to take the PRC as a model, where they have uniforms alike, and have erad- 
icated all luxury. We have been comfortable. 


‘Question}] Do you mean for the nation and the people to have a good living stan- 
dard, no matter what the system of government, whether it is socialist or commu- 
nist? 


[Answer] Do not call it good living; sufficiency is better. It is not comnunist, 
because there is an Anti-communist Law about supporting communism. Now whatever 
the socialist system is, they call it democratic socialism, don't they? The young 
people like each other however they are dressed. My children when invited to a 
wedding party do not go. They prefer to be with the socialist group. Wedding 
invitations are crazy. When we learn how young people think, we cannot act in op- 
position, but support them. 


[Question] Then if we solve the economic problems, we must use a mild form of 
socialism. Is that it? 


[Answer] Don't call it socialism. People must help each other. The rich must 
make sacrifices. The poor must try to be energetic in working. The state must 
supervise the distribution of income so it actually reaches the hands of the peo- 


[Question] What do you think of the army officers’ group wanting a democratic 
revolution? 


[Answer] You mean the 1 April coup, don't you? I don't understand them. I feel 
they are theorists who ought to be studying military subjects rather than this. 
What they are talki about, if they could do it, would be difficult. 


kuestion] I would like to ask about the military getting involved in other af- 
fairs, such as the race course, for example. 











[Answer] 1 am a member of the race course committee. I say it is a criminal 
matter. In reference to the reduction of crime, I must think that this crime did 
not come about because of the race course. It is because there are 2 million un- 
employed. Some 10,000 left Lat Yao in mid year. They must have work so no such 
problem would arise. However easy it is to buy a 5 or 10 baht ticket they can 
enter. This group has the right to go in; good people have the right to enter 
also. What is gambling? It is the illegal tote-board. The officials who sup- 
press the illegal betting are no good. 


In my position as adviser, as Prime Minister Prem was before me, if it was the 
rank of company or general grade officer, we agreed with Gen Chote (Gen Chot 
Hiranyatthiti). He said that this group that was unemployed caused crime, where 
the agent died, whatever the gambling. These were the minority, but this was the 
policy of the prime minister, to reduce the races. He probably spoke to Gen Chot. 
In his position he made the reduction. We can agree on the reason or not. He 
did not have to take it up with the Interior Ministry. If it were I..., I would 
not vacillate like this. If it were [, I would invite Gen Chot, with whom I am 
well acquainted, to talk over this problem. If we know each other, it is easier 
to shake hands on it than to take time writing a letter. 


Here and there is opposition and talk because Khun Sitthi (Gen Sitthi Chirarot) 
did not know anything about it. He used people who did not know the problem. He 
probably thought he had the authority. If it were I, I do not think it would be 
difficult to solve. But do not say that I spoke thus because they are annoyed 
that the race course is the scene for sowing crime. Reducing the races that we 
mentioned is not hard. As at the foreign race tracks, during the rainy season it 
pours. They are afraid the track will deteriorate. They come for us. We take 
the race covrse for charitable purposes, then the Red Cross uses it. Prime Minis- 
ter Prem could have done it more simply. He did not need to have the press an- 
nounce it. It was not necessary for Khun Sitthi to speak. He did not have to 
make me out a hero. Don't forget that he has a policy of creating divisions among 
the military, of praising that group which this group was tempting. 


[Question] Are you sayin; that Gen Prem did not correct the problem specifically? 


[Answer] No. I said he was an adviser. He should have spoken to Gen Chot di- 
rectly on the same day. Here he spoke with the Ministry of Interior in his posi- 
tion as the one responsible on the crime question. He spoke of solving the race 
course crime. Khun Sitthi did not know anything about it, as I would have. If I 
had not known him, I would have written. I1 don't think it would have been diffi- 
cult, to shake hands and talk to him, saying "You are very rich. Don't go on 
cheating. Stop it. The country is perishing because of your group. Pay your 
taxes according to the law.” 


However, you don't have to threaten 500 people, because we know who is rich and 
honest and dishonest. Give me the authority and I will say whether this bank 
owner has paid his taxes. Don't flee from the country and take your money. Don't 
use letters of the alphabet. Don't use power. Thailand can speak like brothers. 
I govern my tollowers, keep the cheaters and drunkards in line with a kick. Now 
he is ruling with a few kicks and has to take up guns as well. Governing our 
people must have human relations.

LABOR SOLIDARITY SAID TO BE BEST DEFENSE AGAINST RIGHTISTS

iText] 1. The Offensive of the Extreme Right 


In this issue, we must again discuss the killing of two leaders of the United 
Farm Labor Union because this is a problem that greately affects the labor 
movement and the minds of the laborers. 


This is another direct confrontation between the influence of the multinational 
capitalists and monopolists, who form the extreme right, and the laborers. 

This struggle is like a struggle between the rich and the poor. The one 

Side has everything. It has both financial and state powers. In particular, 

the influence of the rightist political parties (which once claimed that 

the laborers are just street rabble) is providing support. As for the other 
Side, it has nothing except for life and mind. 


The extreme right's attempt to carry out an offensive on the labor front 

has been surging forward since the events of 6 October 1976. Rightwing influence 
on the labor front is greater than ever before, and whenever extreme right 
influence becomes great, democratic power is destroyed. As for the labor 

front, this will have a harmful effect on the laborers; laborers will be 
unfairly laid off and even physically assulted. 


When the government of Thanin and Samak, the leaders of the extreme right, 
fell, the situation changed. The reformed rightwing groups, which could at 
least have a dialogue with the laborers, joined together and formed a government 


and this reduced the influence of the extreme right somewhat. This also 
hed an effect on democratic power, which included the labor power. It gradually 


recovered and by the end of 1970 [sic], the influence of the reform group 
in the government, together with the democratic power of the labor movement, 
had expanded to the point where it was able to confront the influence of 


the extreme right. The effect of this was the repeal of the 8 October 1976 
rder of the Minister of Defense. 
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The gradual restoration of labor power from its nadir after 6 October 1976 
to its confrontation with extreme right influence at the beginning of 1981, 
a recovery that has resembled an offensive, has reduced the influence of 
the extreme right, especially that of the monopoly capitalists. This is 
something that the monor y unhappy about. Thus, there has been 
a Great response in order to generate resistance to the recovery of labor 
power. Initial preparations have been made by joining extreme right forces 
together in the form of employer groups or similar administrative groups. 
The influential groups of the extreme right have discussed the matter of 
destroying the labor movement by first attacking specific points at each 
factory, expanding this into an offensive in each industrial area and finally 
destroying the entire labor movement.

As tor concrete things in the movement of the extreme right influence, 

things heve taken place in various forms ranging from transferring people, 
suspending work, laying off people, assaulting and shooting people and so 
on, with the fundamental principle being to destroy labor power gradually. 


2. Disagreements Have Weakened labor Powe: 


Concerning battles, no matter whether they are fought on a battlefield of 
iy Or in a political struggle, the goal cof the struggle is to defeat the 
ther side. And one important condition for winning is the balance of power. 
Thus, to create balance of power between labor power and extreme right 
influence, both sides have expanded at opposite extremes. And, most important 
for both sides is the solidarity of their movement, which can determine 
the success of a mo 


iw) 


As for the extreme right, after uniting its forces under the banner of the 
extreme right political ;arties, it attempted to generate greater solidarity 
among its forces. It has also tried to weaken the solidarity and unity of 
the labor movement, both in specific parts and in the labor movement. To 
build the solidarity of the extreme right, it has been necessary to rely 

on the situation to create fear among the laggard capitalits and make them 
join together. Concerning this, the «xtreme rightists among the employers 
have joined voice with the extreme leftists among the laborers to help 
eachother create a Situa'ion that will cause the capitalists to unite. The 
extreme leftists imong t!e laborers have done this either through naivete 

or by intention. [In either case, the result has been a growth in the influence 
of the extreme right. That is, on one hand, the extreme rightists among 

the employers have used their power to greatly pressure the laborers in 

the factories where they have influence. On the other hand, the extreme 
leftists, ooth the genuine on s and the false ones, have tried to pressure 
the laborers into carrying on violent, irrational movements. Because of 

this, the extreme right can se this situation as a specific point to spread 
propaganda and generate fear mong the employers. This will make the laggard 
employers cooperate more with the extreme right and increase the influence 

of the extreme right. 
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shook hands and joined together to struggle against this. This signaled 
that the labor movement is ready to fight extreme right influence. This 
1S a good sign that has appeared in the labor movement. This cooperation 


should not be limited just to solving this immediate problem. Rather, this 
cooperation should be made permanent. It will be necessary to remove the 
obstacles stemming from the stubbornness of individuals and groups by instead 
viewing the problems from the standpoint of the interests of all laborers. 

If this can be done, it will be a very valuable present for all rank and 


file laborers. 
4. Educate All the Laborers 


Even though high-level labor organizations well understand the problem of 
the offensive by the extreme right, labor unity and bargaining power cannot 
lie just with the labor leaders. The important thing that cannot be ignored 
is for the rank and file laborers to have an understanding of the problem 
and to cooperate to the point of willingly joining together in the struggle. 
Labor leaders must together try to figure out “how to generate unity between 
the leaders and the rank and file laborers” since this is the real strength 
of the labor movement and the real form of the laborers. 


The bridge that will span th: gap between the leaders and the rank and 

file laborers is fully educating [the workers] concerning the problems that 
have arisen. This will enabie the laborers to follow the thinking of the 
leaders, and, when this occurs, there wil! be solidarity among the labor 
organizations. More concretely, labor leaders must grasp the threat to the 
labor movement from the extreme right and educate all the laborers. They 

must make the laborers realize that this threat threatens them directly. 

As long as the extreme right can threaten the lives and minds of the laborers 
any place and at will, the hand of death can reach out for them at any time.
